THE SUMMER ISSUE OF QCWA NEWS HAS BEEN MAILED. A REPORT ON THE 
JUNE, 1982 BOARD MEETING IS INCLUDED AND COPIES SHOULD BE GETTING 
INTO YOUR HANDS PRETTY DARN SOON. 


June 30 was the end of our second quarter and notices have been 
prepared for mailing to members whose dues may be due, or those 
that will become due on September 30. For your information, dues 
notices are sent approximately 3 months before dues expire. If 
dues are not received a second notice is mailed three months 
later. If again, dues are not received, a third notice is mailed 
three months later. Only after all of that is a member dropped 
from the QCWA Rolls. As a reminder, please put your call sign and 
QCWA number, if possible, on your checks to QCWA. That way, if 
they should become separated, we can still make out OK. 


One other matter of interest. When a members dues are delinquent 
all mailings to him are stopped, except for the dues notices. This 
is true even though his name remains on the roster for an added 

six months. When a member is reinstated (no charge for that) they 
will start receiving QCWA publications with the next mailing. Back 
issues missed, of QCWA NEWS, etc., are available at $1.00 to cover 
cost of mailing, if we have any on hand.
